The Grayling City Council in 
part lent support last Monday to the 
DNR’s plan to lower the Mill Pond 
Dam one foot with a conditional 
access easement. 

The city did not acknowledge 
ownership of the dam, but did vote 
5-0 to grant an easement for con- 
struction, allowing the Department 
of Natural Resources (DNR) to 
access the dam through city proper- 
ty in order to complete the long- 
term dam-lowering project. 

The plan, according to DNR 
Fisheries Biologist Steve Sendek, 
who helped spearhead the project, 
is to lower the Mill Pond Dam one 
foot over the course of at least three

Two acres 
burn after 
embers left 
unattended

A potentially devastating forest 
fire was averted on Saturday night, 
May 5, when Beaver Creek 
Township and Roscommon 
Department of Natural Resources 
(DNR) fire fighting personnel 
responded quickly to the scene near 
Fletcher Road on Switzer 
Boulevard. 

Beaver Creek Fire Chief Ed 
Holtcamp described the fire as 
“dangerous” because it flared up in 
an area of jack pine and “a lot of 
dead slash.” The fire was sup- 
pressed by DNR personnel, with 
water support from Beaver Creek. 
“DNR off-road equipment was 
required to fight the fire due to lim- 
ited access to the area,” Holtcamp 
explained. A total of six units and 
15 personnel battled the blaze. 

Quick suppression of the fire 
protected an estimated 20 homes in 
the area, including that of the 
homeowner where the fire originat- 
ed. Holtcamp said the homeowner 
was very fortunate with the only 
loss being two sheds on the proper- 
ty and two acres of forest burned.

An investigation of the scene 
revealed a grave site dating back to 
1919 had been disturbed, with a

includes building more sand traps 
and adding large woody debris to 
the banks of the AuSable at sever- 
al different locations. 

The three-phase project would 
be paid for through federal grant 

. money (with the state covering the 
required matching funds) in the 
amount of $2 million ($200,000 
per year for 10 years). 

The DNR is applying for the 
grant from the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service. 

The city conducted a public 
hearing last month to gather pub- 
lic input on the DNR’s proposal. 
Most of the citizens that spoke at 
the hearing were against the plan 
to lower the dam, but council 
members have said the plan seems 
to be a good compromise and a 
good way to ultimately keep the 
dam in place. 

The DNR has acknowledged 
that lowering the dam will change 
some of the wetlands upstream to 
a different type of wetland, and 
the channel of the river will be 
somewhat altered from its present 
State. 

The several benefits of the pro- 
ject, including lowering the tem- 
perature of the water and allowing 
fish to move freely upstream, 
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AuSable River Mill Pond Dam 


should make the AuSable a better 
trout stream, Sendek said, in addi- 
tion to creating a safer dam that is 
significantly less susceptible to 
potential failure in the future.

Some months ago, the Controller 
and Commissioners of Crawford 
County were presented with a doc- 
ument from the 46th Circuit Trial 
Court (Otsego, Kalkaska, 
Crawford) regarding retirement 

* benefits. 

This proposal included: 

1. A raise: 

2. Blue Cross coverage for them- 
selves and their spouses after

This contract was for court 
employees only -- and did not 
cover any other county employees. 

After serious consideration the 
Controller and the Commissioners 
decided that Crawford County was 
unable to afford what the court 
requested. An actuarial study was 
requested regarding Blue Cross 
expense and retirement expense, 
and this was confirmed. 

According to actuarial projec- 
tions, unless Crawford eee was

(and no other expense). the bene- 
fits requested would bankrupt the 
county. 

When the Controller and 
Commissioners relayed this mes- 

“sage to the court, they received a 
court drder to sign and implement 
the proposed agreement. This, by 
the very judge who had helped 
write the contract. 

There is one very interesting 
sentence in the contract -- under 
health care benefits. Quote, “The 
parties agree that there is a need for 
health benefits during retirement 
years for court personnel.” Does 
the judge really feel there is no 
need for other people “during 
retirement?”

Henry J. Schreiber 

Sept. 6, 1913 - Apr. 15, 2001 

Henry Schreiber, 87, of Grayling 
died at his Riverview, Michigan 
apartment on April 15. 

Henry bought property on the 
Manistee River in June, 1963. He 
built his home and custom made all 
of his beautiful furniture. The 
home and all personal property was 
lost to fire on January 21, 2001. He 
was temporarily living in 
Riverview, near his nieces and 
nephews, at the time of his death. 

Henry was in the Air Force dur- 
ing World War II and enjoyed 
telling tales of his travels especial- 
ly his time in China. He later 
owned his own plane which he 
enjoyed flying. The loss of his 
pilot’s license in the January fire 
was a big disappointment to him. 

During his life he enjoyed travel- 
ing. He spent time in Alaska, 
California and ali states in between. 
He always said that Michigan was 
as beautiful as any place he has 
ever seen. He last made his yearly 
camping trip to Yellowstone when 
he was 83 and continued to camp in 
the Upper Peninsula right up to 85. 
The Manistee River was very close 
to Henry’s heart. He enjoyed fish- 
ing and visited the river for years 
before he built his home. He was 
involved in all aspects of fly-fish- 
ing tying flies and making bamboo 
rods which, at one time, were sold 
at Griswolds in Detroit. 

Henry had numerous interests, 
which he enjoyed during his life- 
time. He built a miniature steam 
engine with coal car, passenger car 
and caboose which ran on tracks 
throughout his property. He built a 
telescope and spent time at the 
University of Michigan’s planetari- 
um. He always said given a pattern 
he could make anything. At one 
time he took up sewing and made 
himself a number of suits. 

He was born in Standish to John 
and Martha Schreiber. He had five 
siblings, Jane Stead, Edward, Jack, 
Floyd and Robert.

Restoration, natural resource projects 
initiated this spring at Camp Grayling 


P Projects include 
massasauga snake 
study, housing bats 
away from buildings 


Camp Grayling has initiated an 
improved land restoration program 
and several unique natural resource 
projects this year in an effort to bet- 
ter protect state-owned lands used 
for training by the National Guard. 
These initiatives are designed to 
improve the Integrated Training 
Area Management (ITAM) program 
that has been in existence at the 
camp since 1992. 

The ITAM program helps deter- 
mine the lands’ ability to support 
training with the least impact on 
natural resources, including wildlife 
habitats, and provides for land 
restoration and maintenance. 

A two-person restoration crew 
began work this spring to prepare 
bare and eroded areas for replanting 
with native grass seeds, trees and 
other natural materials. One of their 
main objectives is to restore lands 
that have been impacted by tracked 
vehicles such as tanks. Rutted and 
disturbed areas will be worked with 
@ tractor and disc attachment and 
allowed to revegetate naturally. 
Some of these areas will be treated 
with topsoil and native grass seed to 
help promote plant growth. 

Ecological landscaping of the 
Camp Grayling administrative area 
located on the shore of Lake 
Margrethe will include the trans-

planting of native trees using a large 
mechanical tree spade. Planting of 
grass seed on bare areas, stabiliza- 
tion of gravel road shoulders and 


construction of catch basins to con-. 


tain sand and other debris carried by 
rainwater will improve the water 
quality of Lake Margrethe. 

Several natural resource projects 
are scheduled for implementation 
this year. One of these projects 
funded by the National Guard is an 
inventory and study of the Eastern 
Massasauga Rattlesnake conducted 
by Dr. Kingsbury of Purdue 
University in conjunction with the 
Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) Nongame 
Wildlife Program. It is believed that 
Camp Grayling is home to one of 
the largest and most significant pop- 
ulations of Michigans’ only ven- 
omous snake. 

The study will help determine the 
population size, range and hiberna- 
tion activities of the massasauga 
and assist the National Guard and 
the DNR in implementing safety 
precautions for the men and women 
who train at Camp Grayling as well 


‘as provide better protection for this 


unique species. Staff from the 
Environmental Office will also 
assist the DNR and conservation 
groups in annual surveys of frogs 
and toads as well as sharp-tailed 
Grouse and Kirtland warbler habi- 
tat. 

In an innovative approach to con- 
trol nuisance bats, Camp Grayling 
will install six large bat houses in 
the main camp area near Lake

Margrethe. Last year a large colony 
of bats occupied one of the main 
office buildings used for training 
during the summer months, deem- 
ing it unusable due to the massive 
amount of droppings left by the 
bats. The building has since been 
reopened for use after a costly 
cleanup job and it is hoped that 
installation of the bat houses near 
the building will discourage bats 
from entering any structures used 
for training. 

The bat houses were constructed 
by the Camp Grayling Conservation 
Club at minimal cost and can hold 
up to 100 bats each. One bat can 
consume up to 1,200 mosquito sized 
insects an hour and serve as valu- 
able natural pest controllers. 

This fall, Camp Grayling will 
fund the construction of a timber 
bridge over Portage Creek as well 
as the installation and maintenance 
of sand-traps in the East Branch 
AuSable River and Portage Creek. 
These structures are designed to 
improve water quality as well as 
trout habitat in both the AuSable 
and Manistee River systems and 
provide better access for troops to 
important training areas. Camp 
Grayling constructed timber bridges 
in 1997 and 1998 over the East 
Branch, replacing two old aging 
culvert type crossings.

Primitive camping along the 
AuSable River; reserving watercraft 
permits for the Pine and Pere 
Marquette Rivers; and vehicle pass- 
es at 61 recreation sites across the 
two National Forests. Changes to 
this year’s program deal primarily 
with the vehicle pass portion of the 
project. 

Beginning May 15, Violation 
notices will be issued to vehicles 
that are not in compliance with the 
Recreation Fee Demonstration pro- 
ject by failing to display a valid 
2001 vehicle pass at sites that 
require them. The Violation Notices 
will carry a potential fine of $50 to 
$100. 

Over the past two years, Forest 
employees have been talking with 
visitors and educating them about 
the new vehicle pass requirements 
at designated recreation sites. 
During this time, information with a 
compliance envelope offering peo- 
ple an opportunity to pay after the 
fact were left on windshields of 
vehicles that were not in compli- 
ance. People were also sent letters 
reminding them to pay the required 
vehicle pass fee when no payment 
was feceived after 14 days. 
Beginning this year, compliance 
envelopes will not be used and peo- 
ple can expect to receive a Violation 
Notice if they are not in compliance 
with the program. 

“We have done our best to listen 
to visitors on how to make a pur- 
chasing a vehicle pass more conve- 
nient,” said Rose Ingram, Program 
Manager for Recreation. “Visitors 
have suggested installing fee tubes 


so they could purchase a vehicle 
pass on site. By May 15, most of 
the Recreation Fee Demonstration 
sites will have self-service stations 
for purchasing $3 daily passes on 
site.” 

Many local businesses and all 


‘Forest Service Offices sell the vehi- 


cle passes. Visitors may purchase 
vehicle passes as follows: Daily-$3, 
Weekly-$5, Annual-$20, Household 
(two annual passes/ household) - 
$30. A 50% discount on annual 
passes is offered for anyone that is a 
Golden Age or Golden Access 
Passport holder. ; 

The Huron-Manistee National 
Forests collected over $220,000 in 
2000 under the Recreation Fee 
Demonstration project. The project 
allows the Forest Service to keep 
most of the money collected to be 
spent locally rather than sending it 
to the National Treasury. With the 
additional funds, National Forests 
are able to supplement money allo- 
cated by Congress to complete 
backlogged projects and increase 
services at recreation sites. 

The Huron-Manistee has used the 
revenue collected to reintroduce 
garbage collection at many sites, for 
minor facility repairs, operating 
costs, providing additional informa- 
tion for forest visitors such as maps 
and brochures, replacing toilets, 


plowing snow at several fishing . 


sites along the Pere Marquette and 
Manistee Rivers, and many other 
improvements.

A team of volunteers and workers 
from the Animal Shelter of 
Crawford County readied and shut- 
ted 38 animals to an annual adop- 
tion event at the Detroit Zoc. All the 
animals found new homes. 

“It was a lot of work,” said volun- 
teer and South Branch Township 
resident Fran D’ Angela, “but seeing 
all the animals get homes made it all 
worthwhile.” 

At the two-day event dubbed 
“Meet Your Best Friend at the Zoo 
Days,” a total of 789 pets were 
adopted. The event is considered 
the largest off-site adoption center in 
the country. 

Preparation for such an event is a 
major undertaking. D’ Angela said 
work to prepare the animals started 
days before the trip to Detroit. 
Local veterinarians provided dis- 
counted spaying/neutering, a local 
groomer bathed and groomed the 
pets and a veterinarian out of Elmira 
gave the pets health screenings and 
necessary vaccinations. Shelter 
manager Pat Schiller and assistant 
manager Beth Sanville coordinated 
the spay/neuter effort and some 
folks from Mio helped get the ani- 
mals to their destination.

Get the facts about tissue/organ donation 


The number of Americans waiting 
for an organ transplant in the United 
States is growing at an alarming rate, 
totaling more than 74,000 patients in 
early 2001. That is why the National 
Kidney Foundation of Michigan 
(NKFM) is asking all residents to 
take action by getting the facts about 
organ and tissue donation and sign- 
ing an organ donor card.

organ donation,” said Dan Carney, 
President and CEO of the NKFM. 
“Just one organ donor can actually 
save or improve the lives of up to 30 
people. But, signing a donor card is 
not enough. Donors also need to dis- 
cuss their choice with their families, 
because family consent is required at 
the time of donation.” 

As the list of patients waiting for 
an organ transplant increases, so does 
the success rate of transplants. Due 
to advances in surgical techniques 
and organ preservation, the patient 
survival rate for a kidney transplant 
was over 94 percent in 2000. Organ 
donation is supported by all major 
religious and there is no charge to 
you or your family for donation. In 
addition, donation will not interfere 
with customary funeral arrange- 
ments. 

Every day, 16 people die in the 
United States awaiting an organ 
transplant. The NKFM is committed

Proposed zoning changes raise questions

some property owners who live else- 
where would prefer to build cottages 
and cabins smaller than their prima- 
ry residences. Grayling Township 
resident Jay Stephan remarked that 
the minimum square footage for a 
single family residence in Michigan 
is 576 square feet. 

Beaver Creek Township Clerk 
Sharon Hartman remarked that her 
township board does not want the 
square footage lowered at all, “but 
we can live with the change.” Other 
comments from the crowd covered 
the cost of renting over homeowner- 
ship and the accusation that the 
Planning Commission, by limiting 
square footage to larger dwellings, is 
trying to tell low income peopie. 
“we don’t want you here.” 

Hoktcamp said the new size will 
match minimum square footage 
requirements in Grayling Township 
and South Branch Township. The 
overall consensus from those in 
attendance was to lower the require- 
ment even further than proposed. 

The Planning Commission has 
also proposed changing. wherever it 
appears in the ordinance. wording 
concerning the age of mobile homes 
permitted to be instalfed in the coun- 
ty. Currently, permits may be issued 
to those wishing to place a mobile 
home built from 1976 and later on 
private property. The commission 
proposes that mobile homes be no 
older than seven years old when 
applying for a permit. 

Members of the audience made 


several conunents against this ordi- 
nance change, but most just wanted 
to see the age limit stricken all 
together. Jon Schultz of Grayling 
Township said he lived in a 15-year 
old mobile home and “it was pretty 
nice.” He added, “Some stick built 
homes can get ragged out in five 
years.” 

Holtcamp then addressed the 
question of how the commission 
came up with the new age limit. He 
explained there have been substan- 
tial changes in the quality of con- 
struction of mobile homes since 
1976. “The new homes have higher 
fire ratings, better R-factors, higher 
load rating on roofs and they are eas- 
ier to meet safety requirements. A 
mobile home built in 1976 wouldn’t 
even have a 40 Ib. roof load.” 
Holtcamp said mobile homes com- 
ing into the county, no matter how 
old or new, still have to undergo 
inspections and have permits. 

Other minor changes regarding 
mobile homes, including the use of 
them as accessory buildings, were 
also discussed with little opposition 
from those gathered. 

The addition of requirements for a 
special use permit for sawmills in 
areas zoned for agriculture brought 
emotional discussion from many 
sawmill operators. Grayling 
Township resident Dave Niederer, a 
fourth generation woodworker, dis- 
agreed completely with everything 
proposed pertaining to sawmills. 

“If you pass this amendment it 
will have a trickle down effect,” 


Niederer said. “If you enforce such 
an ordinance to the letter of the law, 
you will put all of us out of busi- 
ness.” Niederer gave the commis- 
sion a little history lesson on his fam- 
ily and spoke of the economic contri- 
butions to the community from inde- 
pendently owned saw mills. “Still 
today,” he said, “the sawmills are 
integral to loggers and to the local 
wood products companies.” 

The amendment limits hours and 
days sawmills can operate. If the 
amendment is adopted, those 
sawyers in agricultural districts will 
no longer be able to operate after 8 
p.m., on Sundays or some nationally 
recognized holidays. 

Holtcamp explained the amend- 
ment only covers sawmills in areas 
zoned for agriculture and only a few 
exist in the county. Only small por- 
tions of Maple Forest, South Branch 
and Beaver Creek Township are 
involved. He told the numerous 
sawmill owners in attendance that 
the ordinance doesn’t even apply to 
them. Their response was zoning 
can change and they fear, in the 
future, their mills will come under 
the same rules and then they would 
be out of business. 

A discussion ensued regarding 
how this proposed amendment came 
about. Many believed it came from 
a dispute between two neighbors in 
Maple Forest Township and town- 
ship trustee Mike Armstrong was on 
hand to confirm that belief. 

Armstrong told the audience a 
sawmill operating in Maple Forest 


was clearly out of compliance with 
existing rules and the new ordinance 
would allow the owner to stay in 
business, not put him out. 

“I don’t want to see any ordi- 
nance,” remarked Tom Wellman of 
Maple Forest. “What guarantee do 
these people have that someone else 
won't do the same thing to them, and 
you won’t do the same again? 
You're barking up trees you should 
back off of.” 

Beaver Creek Township sawmill 
owner Luke Helsel asked, “How can 
you just come along and change 
what we’ve been doing for years? 
Just because someone is whining 
about a pile of sawdust... I just don’t 
think it’s right. A handful of people 
should not be stopped from trying to 
make a living. Things are bad 


enough.” 
Holtcamp said the committee 
made up of Planning 


Commissioners Holtcamp, Wallace 
Kidwell, Shirley Schmoock, and 
County Commissioner Terry 
Beardslee have agreed to meet with 
the two parties in Maple Forest 
Township to see if a solution to their 
disagreement can be found without 
adopting an amendment to the coun- 
ty zoning ordinance. “But, even if 
the amendment is adopted,” 
Holtcamp remarked, “the impact 
would be almost zero on the other 
townships.” 

The final decision on proposed 
zoning ordinance amendments is 
now in the hands of the Planning 
Commission.

Then, a 
group of folks decided that their 
way was better. And, have it their 
way they are trying to do! 

They deny all of us who, over the 
years, have helped Dixie make this 
shelter a two-fold entity. First, it is 
a haven for lost, abused and dis- 
carded animals. Then it is an edu- 
cational experience for folks who 
might otherwise not have been able 
to access the veterinary and educa- 
tional value of spaying and neuter- 
ing. 

Why is it so necessary for them 
not to give notice of public meet- 


ings and to only appoint friends to 
the “board?” Why did Susan Thiel 
admit that the only reason a lawsuit 
was filed on Dixie was because they 
were afraid that they would get 
sued?
